the requirements of the'law would not be comt- 
plied with. It must be shown; it cavnot be 
assumed. . Neither a Chines name, nor ‘tho 
wearing of Chinere dress, would be sufficient, for 
the prisoner may have boen born. ia Hongkong, 
and 0 8 British, subject, aud a troublesome 
qui stion aa to the consequence of doublonation- 
ality in respeot of oxtradition might perlisps 
arise, There must, therefore, be some direct 
evidence before: the magistrate of nation: 
ality. Mr. Ferrera ned thet there ought 
to ‘bo s definite finding by the magirtrate 
to this effect. Dider the English Extradition: 

Act, such a finding is unnecessary, for nation- 

ality is irrelevant in ordinary cases, the commis- 

sion of the crime in the country asking the 

-extrndition being the important fact, But if the 

persen is a subject of the extraditing country 

and so within the exception of the treaty, it is 
for him to showit. ‘Tho burden of proving that 
tho prisener does not fall within tbe exception 
could not be laid upon. the Crown. . This, 1 tale 
it, is the true mesning of that psrt of tbe decis- 
fon in Ganz's edse which refprs to this point ; 
it was‘ also-expressly so decided in-re Guerin, 

(7 W. B, 269). : 

Tho law os to the extrodition of Chinese 
sui joots ta Chins from Hongkong being what 
itis, I think it certa:nly would be better that 
thers should bs an express finding by the 
mu;istrate that the privoner isa Chinese sub- 
jeot, but thet irdinsuce dors not require it, and 
Z cannot bold the proceed:ngs bad becouse thers 
js no auch finding. 11 must. be sufficient within 
the iaw if thy proovedingy before the Magistrate 
shew that the prisoner is a Chinese subject. 

Lhe points dwelt on-by the Attomey General in 
_ this respect were :— ! 

: 1. ‘That the warrant dosoribad the prisoner 

as Wong Ka Cheung, of Tung Kun 

: Dis:riet, and =: See, 

2. ‘That this description was borne out by 

the evid-nce.

‘Wang Lung Tun as 9 clansman of the same 
village ag himself...

La-tly, and most material, is tho fact that the 
prisover did not tend-r any evid toa to shew 
that he waa not o Chinese aubject. I thick 
that there waa a good primd fucie case” of

=-Chineso nationality bofore the magistrate, and 
as tho priconor did. uot rebut this in any way. 
but, on th: contrary, reforred to Hau Kai ax 
“my villago,” I think that the magistrate was 
justified in the doseription he gaye,and tha’, in 
xo doing, he mvaut tv descr ibe bim as a Chines - 
subject.. Farther, thero is so conflict of 
evidoncs on the point, and it is unnecesuary to 
direct an issue 10 bo tried ‘ay to the man's 
nationality, as was done in Guorin’s case. 

On the second point—That the surrender has 
boon asked witha view to try the prisoner for 
anothor and non-ortraditable crime [ evtertain 
considerable doubts, and I think it advisable 
that.hero sheuld be o re-argumen!. The ques- 
tion kas’ not, I believe, been raised before aud, 
a8 it seems to be fuil-of diffcnity, it is better 
thst E should Inve the assist sme of my brother 
judge, ro that the yuestion may be .re-argued 
before the Fal! Court. It may, however, bs of 
assintonee to the learned Attorney General, and 
counsel engaged, if I indiea'e briefly the drift 
of the diffleulty which I find in interpreting 
Artiels 4 (i) of the Ordinance. : 

First tho effect of the words, “in fact with a 
view,” has to b+ determined. 
| At drat sight it appears as if they were wied 
merely ax words of reference, and without special 
emphasis or legislative inteut; but it may be 
that they ara nsed te connote an ulterior inten- 
tion. in auch a seniauce aa this" A man is 
orngel to his child but, in fret, he x6 ucta with uo 
view to its ultimate wood.” F Bs 
» ‘Tho words i question carry with them an 
ulterior intention, and it may be that they are 
used in this sure in tho Ordinsnce - 

Secondly, the words whieb rater to the offence 
not being an extradition crime, are not nsed in 
the corresponding sostion of the Euglish Act, 
but the interpretation of these words. with 

regard to non-extraditable crimes, should 
presumably bo tho exmo as the interpretation 
of thom with regard to political offundes, 

‘Thirdly, the cass ot Zn re-Artou requires 
further considoration, 

I am by no means clear that Lord Russell 
did not assent .to the principle that, although 
the surrender was, in fact, demanded for an 
extradition crim:, yet tho ulterior intention of 
panishing for » political offence might be shewn, 
and itis.to be obsexved that the argument oy to 
the mala-fides of the Foreign Governmant was 
speciilly direoted by. the Court to be argued 
atter ‘the argument as te ulterior intention iu 
ordor, it would srom, to keep these two puiuts 
distinct. : 

Tho third point reines o question of practice. 
In order to limit the cousequencos of extradition 
to the crimes for which the prisoner Las been 
extradited, the law imposes a safyguard by 
providing, in the English Act, that the 
crimins! shall nat bu surrendered, unless pro- 
vision is made by tho law of tho requesting 
state, or by arrangement (presnmab] arrange. 
ment between that State and tho British 
Government) thet the criminal shall not be 
Cetained or tried for any other offence committed 
prior to bis surrendor, It may bo that this 
provision bas some hearing on the second point, 
but it must he considered as an independent 
question. In the caso of Chiua, the Hongkong 

rdinunce provides that an “cngagement” to 
this effect must-he given by the Chinese 
Government. Having in view tho difforence 
in the term usod; it was argued thot this pro- 
.vision meant that thtro must bo an ongagoment 
given in cach case, dod that tho term “ ongage- 
mont” cannof bo equivalent to the term 
“arrangement,” which may he of 3 genoral 
nature,, I do not agree ; there is nothing in 
tho word “engagement” which limits it 
in the manner suggested. It seoms to mo 
that it is left to the executive to doter- 


-mine whether the engagement riquited from the 


Chinese. Gorernment shall be general. or. spec. 
fol. No gonernl’ engagemeat has been given by 
the Chinese Government, and, up to the present 
time,.there hes beon no special engagement with 
regurd to Wong. I have, therefore, to decide 
whot is the offect of the absence of such an. 
engagement. The order for the surrender is 
giren by the Governor ; uot by the Court. The 
engagement bythe Chiness Government must 
be given to the Governor; not to the Court. 
Itis conceivable that the question might arise 
before the Court whother or notsuch an engsgo- 
mont bad been given, but certainly not at this 
styge. Tho finul stage of the procesdiugs for 
the surreudor has not yet been reached ; thay 
aro in suspense, owing to the ori lication for a 
Aubeus corpus. It would, I think, bo premature 
for the Government to ask for such an engage- 
mont in tho case of a prisoner who may not, 
after all, be surrondsrod, and, as thero is nothiug 
in the law requiring the demand for oxtradition 
to be accompanied by such an ongagoment, I 
ovrer-rule the third pot. 

‘ho fourth poiut snices a very sorious aud 
inportant qnostion, By-the Treaty of Tientsin 
(Artiolo23 of whichissct outin the preamble of the 
Local Ordinance), it is agreed that the crinizals 
aro to be delivered up ‘on proof of their guilt.” 
Article 10 of the Ordiusnoe (following the 
English Act) ;ruvides thst the magistrate shall 
commit the prisoner to guol, there to await 
the further oider of the Governor ‘if at the 
hearing such evidence’ is proinced as wonld 
justify the committal of the fugitive criminal 
for trial at tho Supreme Court, if the crime of 
which he is accused iad been committed in the 
Colony.” Thore is a wide distinction between 
those t'vo provisions. “A persou committed for 
trial ia not found guilty of tho offence. The 
magistrate. may dicliue to commit, but, in 
order to commit, it is not nec:ssary for the 
magistrate to find the prisoner guilty. The 
Ordinauce thus provides, for the surrender 
of the fugitive criminals not found guilty, 
and, 18 this is not coxtemplated by the 
Treaty, thero is a varianca between the 
Ordinances atid the ie . I understand, 
from what was atated: during tho argu- 
ment, tbat the magistrates consdor that 
they aro bound by the Treaty and ontitl-d to 
disregard the Ordinance, and I gathered also 
thet the l-a:ncd magistrate in this oas . ssid 
that, if it was n-cossary for him to find guilt, 
he thought there was suffcicnt oridence, and 
that be did, in faot, Bod the prisoner* guilty. 
This view of the Iaw appears to bo based on 
Wilson's case. Thedoctrine whichhasapparently 
been derived from this casn is that, where there 
is a variance between the Treaty und the Or in- 
ance, the Frenty is to prevail. I do not for tho 
moment sey that itis not so. but, if there be} 

wh a principle, it must, E think, he deduced 
from other cass. - ‘ 

The Act of the United Kingdom is a parmis- 
sive act; that is—it provides the m.chinery 
for carrying into fo-cy arrangements for extru- 
dition made with foreign states.. Au Order- 
in-Coincil may be issued applying the Act to 
any given srraogement. There is n»hing io 
tho Act to prevent the extradition of British 
anbjects, and, if in any ‘Treaty it was stipulated 
that. snbjccts shonld be sarrendored, their 
surrender wou't be lawful. But in tio Swiss 
Treaty (which was iu question in Wilsort’s case) 
as in moauy. if not all other Treaties, it is 

expressly stipulited that no eubj-cis shall be 
‘sursenderod, The Court held tiat there was 
nothiug in the Act to compel their surrender. 

The whole question of extrudition is, by the 
Act, made subcorviont tothe Treaty, and do-s 
not provide for extradition in the absevco of 
or in exce-s of, such nn ‘srrangemient. ‘his is 
the effect of tie decision; and tie samo prin- 
ciple was acted on In Re Couruhkaye (LR. 8 
'Q.B.410), Tho Courts will rofuso -oxtradition

{O STRENGTH ?* 
THE, PREMIER SAYS “YES: LOCAL 
BELIEF CTH+RWISK, 

During his criticism of the Premier's loug 
peech, part of which we reproduced yesterday, 
Sr Charles Dilke made (on May 11th) the 
following obsorvation :—A very large reduction 
hattaken place in cur expenditure nt Hong- 
kong, whero until quite recently an onormously 
increased oxpenditure was justified to. tho 
House. One conld not help wondering whether 
reasons of economy had not ontered into such 
matters—tho desire to effeot savings to moet 
increases of expenditure, 

Later, referring to the criticism which the 
tight hou, member for the Forest of Dean had 
doveloped at some length with regard to our 
withdrawal from certain’ naval stations, » 
criticism which was partly based, he thonght, 
ou ‘naval and partly on finaucial cunsiderations. 
Mr. Balfour said; Let me take first the naval 
considerations he slieged. I think his atate- 
ment was in ons important particular erronoous, 
though the error was a very uaturnt one. He 
seems to think that ono «f the nayal stutions to 
which we attach Jess.importance than eur pro- 
decessors was Hongkong.

‘month were 82 per cent. in advance of those 
awaiting shipment at this time last yoar and, in 
addition 1o all this, the crude oil in storage ‘is 
now over 64 por cant..greater in yeaatity than 
it was in April, 1904. 

In going into the details more minutely, it 
should be: pointed ont that the enormonas in- 
vrease of tho production or crude oil is mainly 
owing to the fact that during the vourse of 
1904, twenty wells were completed with remark- 
able success, for ont of that number thore was 
only one unproductive horing. It may here be 
advisable to remind our readers thut the Bornoo 
fields contiin twoskmds of crude oil --ono 
from the upper and anothor from the lower 
strata, Tho uppor stratum is enrountered ut a 
depth of between 600. and 700 ft. the lower be- 
ing about 1,20 feet. The spre stratum pro- 
duces so-called natural liquid fuel, which con- 
tains yery little illuminating oil, but the lower 
stratum yields oil having occasionally o paraffin 
base. Tho total. production’ from these two 
levelg. is about equally, divided, Seeing that 
during the first three months.of this year the 
quantity of kerosene produced” at tha re- 
finery has beon 23.340 tons, it can“be easil 
seen what a considerable proportion of light oils 
are obtained from the crude raised from the 
lower stratum: The quantity of ernde oi! pro- 
anced at the present time, however, ia by no 
means ‘a mpaximam, for the resson that tho 
refinery is au yot incapable of treating a greater 
production than is now being hundled. FExten- 
sions are being mado to the refinery, and we 
understand that during the present month half 
of the third bench of stills will’ be completed, 
whick will make it possible to produce 3,500 
tons per week, instead of about 2,100 as hax 
been the rale in tho pust. ‘hy whole of the 
refinery oxtensions will be completed in the 
month of Septemb-r of this year, and then it 
is expectod that from 5,000 te 6,000 tons of 
kerosene will be produced each week. and then 
the maximum quautity of crade production 
from the existing wella will be able to be 
handled, whereas at the- present time—as can 
be seen from the figures above-—7,0U0 tons per 
month aro being shipped elsewhere for refining.

He earnestly 
hoped that thers would not morely bo added 
Power to meet, added responsibility, but' ‘the 
growth of sobricty ia their mental attitu’e 
towards<:, their. now duties. Tho, habit of 
speaking with a loose tongue offensively 
of foreign nations or of adopting an ili- 
considered and irritating attitude towards any 
of thom ought to be more offensive to good 
Amoricans than anything” else: . He hoped “to 


seo the country’s forcign policy conducted in | 


@ spirt: not merely. of scrupulous regard for 
tho rights of othors, but of scrupulous courtesy 
to othors, At the sump (ime, they must be
